f. Mr. Johnson reported that his meeting with Vincent 
Melzac had gone well. He found Mr. Melzac enthusiastic and 
supportive of CIA in general and its fine arts program in 
particular. They had discussed the possibility of obtaining from 
the National Museum of American Art a display of paintings by 
Alma Thomas and had also discussed the possibility that 
Mr. Melzac, through his art world connections, might be able to 
obtain more traditional paintings for Agency display. They had 
agreed that Mr. Johnson would send Mr. Melzac a letter 
identifying those items in the Melzac Collection which were 


candidates for rotation after which Mr. Melzac would arrange for 
a subcommittee to look at replacement canvases. 


Mr. Johnson reported that he had convened a subcommittee 
which had identified six paintings for rotation. A letter 
identifying the works has been sent to Mr. Melzac.
